Village Dakha is situated in the West of Ludhiana at Ludhiana - 
Ferozepur grand trunk road known as Sher Shah Suri Marg. It is 
sixteen kilometer (10 miles) towards Jagraon from Ludhiana city. 
According to 2001 A.D. census, its population was 14607 out of which 
53% were male and 47% female. Dakha village falls in Ludhiana Mandal

Towards south, there is a rail track and on the east side some residential 
colonies are coming up. The well-known Baddowal Military Cantonment 
is also nearby. At Adda Dakha, there is a big grain market, model 
police station, Gurmat Bhawan, Gaushala, hospitals and medical clinics, 
Gurdwaras, Mandirs, Banks etc. Punjab Assembly and Shromani

VILLAGE ANTECEDENTS 

The stump of Dakha was pitched in 1445 A.D. (about 14 years 
before the revelation of Siri Guru Nanak Dev Ji) by two Sekhon farmers 
namely Gujjar and Hamir. It had been revealed by Sardar Sher Singh 
Jamandar ( 1 878- 1 952 A.D.) in his genealogical book of the village. S. 
Sher Singh was well educated and had served for 25 years as Rasaldar 



in the Patiala cavalry. He had also served as assistant of Raj Mata of 
Patiala. The genealogical book was lying with master Depinder Singh

Sardar Depinder Singh is now living in Canada. 

Bhai Hamir belonged to village Borawal that was in the vicinity 
of Patiala State. The Borawal village was inhabited around 1250 A.D. 




that area fell in love with her and wanted to keep her forcibly. 
Hamiqwas in great tension due to the rude behaviour of the ruler. He 
tried hh level best to solve this problem but in vain. To teach a lesson to 
the ruler, he worked out a marvelous plan. He discussed it with his kith 
and kin.

However, prior to this, Bhai Hamir cleaned the Dharamsala (a 
community hall for marriage party) well and put branches of thorny 
tree around it as a hedge. He has apian in his mind. In addition, Hamir 
sent his kinsfolk (old men, women and children) with essential 
commodities on bullock carts towards Amritsar before marriage 



An excellent reception was given to the members of the marriage 
party so that they could not smell the scheme. Sweets were served 
with milk. There was a big noise of drums and other instruments. During 
dinner flambean lightening (Masals) was done and a delicious food 
was served with home made strong liquor. Most of the men of the 
marriage party got intoxicated under the influence of liquor. After dinner, 
they were asked to sleep in the Qharamsala. As pre-planned, Hamir 
and his men put the thorny tree branches of hedge erected around 
Dharmsala on fire at mid-night when everyone was in slumber because 
of influence of strong liquor. There was a great hue and cry. Some 
men from the marriage party got burn injuries and ran away to save 
themselves. By this time Hamir and his relatives had gone away on the 

luggage and already waiting at a 
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Incidentally, the axial of the bullock cart of Bhai Hamir got broken 
while moving fast. As the cart stuck, the family of Hamir saw a muddy 
hut nearby. As the good luck would have it, in this hut lived Bhai Gujjar 
who belonged to Bhai Hamir 's dynasty. Due to some compulsive 



dense forest. Bhai Hamir also made up his mind to stay there. Slowly, 
the family of Hamir cleared some portion of the forest and started 
cultivation on the cleared area for livelihood. After some time, Hamir 
passed away. His wife named 'Dakhan' was very wise, sweet and an 
accomplished lady. She managed her household very proficiently. 
Because of her hard work, nice thinking, truthful nature and great 
struggle, the family became famous in the surrounding area with the 
name of Dakhan family. With the passage of time, the place itself was 
named 'Dakhan'. Dakhan became 'Dakha' because of linguistic 
currency. Now-a-days village Dakha is a famous village of Punjab 
(India). 



BORAWAL: THE ANCESTRAL VILLAGE 



Borawal village was established by Boora Singh s/o Sidh Sulakhan 
around 1250 A.D. Pandit Kartar Singh Dakha (1 888- 1 958) who was 



During the period from 1010 A.D. to 1060 A.D., a Sanskrit poet 
Bhoj Raj Parmar was the king of Dhara town. In his genealogy there 
was a Shekh Ram Parmar who won the large area of Rajasthan. He 
was a jat with nick name Sekhon. Borawal village is situated on Dhanola 
- Fatehabad road about 100 kilometer (60 miles) from Dakha and is 
near the Haryana border. There are eight Pattis (divisions) of the village 
namely Karma, Rasal, Chhuhar, Pheru, Natha, Raoul, Harji and Darag. 



Shekh Ram Parmar is considered the ancestor of Sekhons. He 
was named Shekhu or Sekhon. In Sekhon 's family. Raja Jagdev was a

very brave person. He pushed Gajni people form Sarhind to Lahore. In 
the generation of Jagdev, the sons of Loh Karan, Sulakhan and Makhan 
fought several battles with Mugals. Makhan was killed in the battle of 
Sindh. However, Sulakhan with the help of his sons and grandsons 
won the larger area of Rajasthan. The tales of his bravery are sung by 
Dhadis (traditional folk singers). In Rajasthan because 
variance, people write their last name as 'Shekhawat'. Even in 
many people write their last name as Sekhwan. S. Sewa Singh Sekhwan 
of Gurdaspur has been the Education Minister in Punjab Government 
in 2012.1

to Sulakhan by chanting religious hymens. The son of Jagdev named 
Chhappar Rai founded the village Chhappar around 1 140 A.D. In the 
Glossary of Tribes and Castes, H.A. Rose has written on page 394- 
395 that out of four sons of Tejpal, Jhalakhan and Makhan were twins. 
B.C. Temple in his book, 'The Legends of Punjab', Part II mentioned 
at page 1 88 about the bravery of Raja Jagdev. In another book written 
in Hindi ' Jat Beeron Ka Ithas' Captain Dalip Singh has mentioned at 
page 553 that Raja Jagdev was really very brave. Pandit Kishor Chand 
of Baddowal had written a folk tale about Raja Jagdev in three volumes. 
Similarly, Bhai Chhaju Singh Chandrala Khroach (Patiala) also wrote 
about Raja Jagdev in his poetical writing. Recently, B.N. Rao, of 
Allahabad published a book in Hindi on Raja Bhoj. S. Hoshiar Singh 
Duleh in 2001 wrote a book entitled, "Jattan Da Ithas". In this book he 
mentioned the genealogy (tribe) family of Shekh Ram as follows :

Guru Har Gobind Sahib Ji. Actually the people of Bohrawal, Barundi, 
Isewa) and Dakha are from the same lineage. 



There are several villages of Sekhon clan in Sangrur also. Here 
a Sidh Permanand Sekhu who was a spiritual man, also belonged to 



perform a ritual of putting milk on his monastery. A village named 
Sekhon Patti is also there in district Sangrur. In many other districts 
also, Sekhons do reside in certain villages. In Mansa, there are villages 

Abohar, Gobindgarh; in Ferozepur, Dhrang; in Faridkot; Machaki (some 
Sekhon's families came from Dhrang to Machaki); in Gurdaspur, some 
villages are dominated by Sekhon clan. Similarly, in Doaba and Majha, 



Prior to the formation of Pakistan, 
were the villages inhabited by Sekhons. The area of Gujranwala also 
had about 20 villages with Sekhon population. Now-a-days Sekhon 
families are living not only in various parts of India but also in many 
foreign countries. S. Hoshiar Singh Duleh writes in his book that Sekhons 
are very hard working and wise people. They had been positioned at 
high posts in army, police, engineering, medicine, law, politics, education 
etc. They have businesses of high level in different parts of the world.

With the passage of time, numerous Sekhon families spread in 
different parts of Punjab. Yet, they continued observing their peculiar 



village Borawal always in their mind. As a sacred tradition, they used 
to make a journey to Borawal for doing some annual rituals. However, 
the journey during those days was felt not only lengthy but also 
cumbersome because of the Kucha roads and thick forests. The fear 
of getting looted, too, was always there. Keeping this thing in mind, 
they thought of getting away some soil from Borawal lying near the 
crematory of 'Sidh Sulakhan' to erect similar memorial crematories at 
the villages they were living in 'now. People from different villages 
reached Borawal and collected some soil in a sheet of cloth to carry 
back to their villages. On the way back, when they reached near 
Chhappar village, some men of that village asked them where from 
they were coming. They told them the whole story. Chhappar people 
being Sekhon, extended them a good hospitality. As the luck would 
have it, the soil dropped down from the cloth when they resumed their 
2T journey. They thought it more \ 




central place for various Sekhon villages. Since then a large fair is held 
at Chhappar on 14 Bhadon (around last week of September) every 
year. The fair is known as 'Guga Mari Fair". There is a belief of the 
people that at this place felicities are fulfilled and chances of snake 
biting decreases in case they bow their head on 'Mari' in a truthful 
way. 



GOVERNANCE OF DAKHA VILLAGE 



In earlier times Dakha village was under the leadership of Daulat 
Khan Lodhi. Later on, it came under the rule of Rai Alias of Raikot 
because of the efforts of Chaudhary Kandhari. During his time, Rai 
Alias built a small fort near Khara Khuh, a well known landmark in 
the village. Tn this fort his petty servants used to live. It was the Mugal 
rule in India and whosoever violated the rules, was punished strictly. 
The old people used to narrate that every day about 18 men and same 




Apart from running the quern, they have to do many other 
menial odds. And no payment was given by the rulers. The people of 
the village were very annoyed at this account. They met Raja Ajit 




them in every way and also suggested how to liberate the 
servants of Rai Alias from the fort. He asked the villagers to keep their 
visit a secret. He also sent his soldiers to carry out this operation. 

According to the plan, one day a large number of the villagers 

They pushed out all the servants of Rai, demolished some part of the 
fort, looted costly things and put down their essentials in the nearby 
well. The villagers thanked Raja Ajit Singh for his kind help and fell 
relieved. In 1 9 ,h century, the village remained under the rule of S. Fateh 
Singh Ahluwalia. In fact, Maharaja Ranjit Singh had handed over this 
area to him as a matter of friendship. Later on Britishers became the 
rulers of this area.

HAR GOBIND

It is a fact that the place which Guru Sahib visited became 
sacred. Holy shrines were built up there with the passage of time. So 
happened with the place which Guru Ji had visited at Raqba. The noble 
men of Raqba raised a platform of bricks (Thara) as a memorial. The 
devotees had been bowing their head on the platform as a matter of 
respect. In 1 936 A.D. villagers constructed a Gurudwara at that place. 
The sagacious Sikhs maintained the platform as such and installed Siri 
Guru Granth Sahib Ji in palanquin there in the Gurdwara Sahib. Nihang 
Lehna Singh served as Jathedar of this Gurdwara for a long time. By 
the end of 20 th Century, Jathedar Joginder Singh {Nihang) got his place. 
He is very sagacious, skilful and virtuous man. During his time a great 
improvement took place. A big congregation hall was built around 2000 



During day time, reading of Gurbani, Kirtan and Katha (religious 
discourse) is performed. A large number of devotees visit the shrine 
daily, particularly in the morning and evening. On the first day of every 
Indian month {Sangrand) a large religious congregation helds at 
Gurudwara to pay obeisance expecting that with Guru's blessing their 




whole month would be peaceful. 

In 2006, when the old building of Gurudwara Sahib was 
demolished, the traditional bricked platform was found. It has been 
kept intact while preparing the new building. It is kept as antique in the 
basement. Whosoever visits this place and bows his head with full 
faith, is blessed with the accomplishment of his desire. My father Sardar 
Gurdev Singh Sekhon narrated several times such an instance from 



the family itself. Our grand father Sardar Sham Singh Sekhon fought 
in the first world war (1914-1918) while serving in the British army. At 
that time he had only two daughters named Bibi Jaswant Kaur and 
Bibi Dhanwant Kaur. At the end of the war, the concerned officer 
promised my grand father to promote him as the officer was very 
happy at his bravery in the war. But my grand father said, "Sahib 1 
have only two daughters back at home, please recommend my case 
for pension, so that I could get to my home". The officer okayed the

pension file of my grand father and he reached his home back in 1 9 i 9. 
My grand mother (Mrs Partap Kaur) usually visited Gurdwara 
Damdama Sahib, Raqba, always praying for a son. With the grace of 
Guru Sahib, S. Gurdev Singh (my father) was born in 1920. He had 
very sharp brain, soft mind, kind heart and respectful attitude towards 
mankind. 



BABA RAMGA (1612-1685) 

Arriong the old persons of the village, 
Baba Ranga was very famous and his 
crematory is still intact at village. He was the 
founder of Ranga Patti. He was very brave, 
helpful to the poor and needy persons. As he 
had taught a good lesson to thieves, cheaters 
and robbers, he earned a good say in the area. 

Once upon a time some royal ladies from 
the zenana of Shah Jahan' (a Mugal emperor 
of Delhi) were traveling through this area. Minaret Baba Ranga 
They reached here from Lahore on way to Delhi. Because of heavy 
forests, they wanted help to be secure from any kind of robbery. They 
asked some people about the chief of the area who could help them 
pass safely. On the suggestion of the people, they approached Baba 
Ranga. He helped the royal ladies respectfully and accompanied them 
up to a long distance. He had his steel pike (Barchhi) with "Baba 
Ranga" carved on it. He tied it on the horse-driven four wheeled carriage 
on which these royal ladies were travelling. He told them that in case 
any thief or robber tries to harm them, they should show his Barchhi to 
him. No body would dare harm them. This way those ladies reached 
Delhi safe. 

After reaching Delhi, they narrated the whole story to the king: 
how Baba Ranga has helped them. After some time, the king sent a 
message to Baba Ranga to meet him immediately at Delhi. On receiving 
massage, Baba ji reached there. Shah Jahan welcomed him respectfully. 
In lieu of his help he donated him a mansion (Haveli) at Delhi. It was 
known as 'Baba Ranga Di Haveli'. Baba Ranga requested the king to 
extend the area of his village.

I are there. Traditionally the ponds had a number of advantages. 
Besides controlling the rain water, these were used for taking the 
animals to bath and wash. Before 1960, around 80 per cent of village 
houses were not of baked bricks or concrete (Pucka).

summer season. These clay blocks were formed when ponds dried 
and cracked.

The village had three entry gates that were closed at night to be safe 
from thieves and dacoits. The 'entry gate of Jalal patti is now no more 
while the gates of Hammu and Sunita pattis are still safe. Earlier the 
north side of the village had long and high sand dunes but now those 
are finished. Due to green revolution that was initiated in 1 965, advanced 
cultivation techniques helped in leveling the sand dunes. Also, sand 
was used to fill the foundation of new houses or low lying places. 

The village had a well located at the centre of village {Andarla 
people used to draw the water for their use.

pitchers on palanquins. Before 1950, hand water-pumps or small 
personal wells (Khoohis) were also there but only in well-off homes. 
Unfortunately, some cases of suicides did happen in the village for 
which the central well happened to be easy modus operandi. The village 
Panchayat decided to fill up the well and provided the facility of a 
common water-pump near the well. Panchayat Ghar (Village Hall) 
was built in 1958 near the main well. Interestingly the water of this 
hand pumrJ was very sweet and cool.

daily in the morning and evening. Maharaja Ranjit Singh had allotted 
land to these deras for their successful working. In Dakha, this dera 
had a good holding of land on which agriculture was done. 

Outside the village, there was a dense forest known as 'Dhaki'. 
In this Dhaki there was another dera called 'Braham Hari Da Dera'. 
Sadhus lived there in a large number and they were usually attired in 
saffron coloured clothes. These Sadhus remained busy in meditation 
or in delivering spiritual knowledge. They also taught Gurmukhi and 
religious books to the students. The villagers had great respect for 
these Sadhus. These Sadhus used to visit the village households to 
collect milk and chapatties in morning and evening. Until 1960, the 
dera was working well. There was a small well 'Herd '. Even village 



people used to take bath there as the place was clean and clear.

Near Braham Hari Dera, there was a tomb of Baba Nathu and 
some other Mahants. Baba Nathu was a religious and benevolent 
person. Being spiritual, he was a savior of poor as well as of cows. 
Baba Nathu sacrificed himself while protecting cows. In Hinduism, 
cow is considered as a pious animal. Besides providing milk (a well 
nutritious food) it gives birth to male and female calves. The male calf 
becomes bullock that is used in various agricultural operations. The 
excreta of cow is used to coat the floors of kutcha houses. Also dried 




brothers of Baba Ji 
namely Bhai Tara and Bhai Piara were also popular in the area. Bhai 
Piara took part in the kar sewa of Siri Harmandir Sahib with Baba 
Nathu Ji. He also remained busy in protecting the cows from Mugal 
butchers. He also helped the villagers by providing them milking cows 
and keeping their non-milking ones in his Gaoshala. He sacrificed his 
life while protecting the cows. Bhai Tara was also killed near the forest 
of village Changna and Bhatian .

At Baba Nathu's tomb two rituals were considered essential. 
First, villagers would offer the milk of cow or buffalo when they gave 
birth to the new one and were in new milching session.

Sidh Sulakhan had three brothers named Boora Singh, Kalu Singh 



One day Sidh Sulakhan was playing when incidentally he caught a 
snake. The snake did not bite him; rather Sidh Sulakhan continued 
playing with the snake. His mother thought that there might be a 
connection of previous birth. The mother of Sidh Sulakhan, named 

with. 



One day, Bishno carried her child and snake to her fields. She 
placed Sidh Sulakhan and snake under the shade of a tree and she 
started cutting the spikes of Sorghum (Jowar) and Bajra. By chance 
her brother Mado came to see her at Borawal. Mado saw the house of 
his sister locked. The neighbourers told him that her sister had gone to 
fields. When Madho reached the fields, he saw a snake near his nephew. 
Immediately he broke a stick from the tree and killed the snake. Then 
he called her sister and told her how Sidh Sulakhan had a narrow 
escape and how he had just killed the snake. Thank God he had 
appeared at the right time to kill the snake. Bishno said, "Brother, you 
should not have killed the snake. Sidh Sulakhan has been playing with 
the snake daily". Mado cried and repented his wrong doing. After a 
few days, Sidh Sulakhan also died. He was buried near the place 
where snake was buried. The villagers raised a crematory on that 

the village that the day Mamma (brother of mother) of any child reaches 
Borawal, the family has to put milk on the crematory of Sidh Sulakhan. 
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The milk is also put when a buffalo or cow gives birth to a new one. 
The purpose of putting the milk on the crematory is the belief that Sidh 
Sulakhan as a child must be fed. Even after the marriage of the son, 
the newly wedded couple play with sticks near the crematory. The last 
two beliefs are also observed near the crematory of Baba Nathu at 
village Dakha. The playing sticks again is symbolic of the idea that we 
bear the sticks those were put to snake. People think such a vow 
increase^ love between the husband and wife, helps for the well being 
of their children and protection from snake biting. 



EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTES 




in 1856 A.D. near 'Roran wala Chhapar". As it was opened on a 
personal property, it was later on shifted to Government High School, 
Dakha situated at grand trunk road. Up to 1925, it was up to middle 
standard and became high and senior secondary later on. In 1997, the 
school was named as Colonel Harcharan Singh Sekhon Memorial Govt. 
Senior Secondary School, Dakha in commemoration of Col. Harcharan 
Singh Sekhon who sacrificed his life while fighting wit 
in Assam. The village has a Govt. Girls High School, Dakha wr 
in fact a senior secondary school. The land about 40 Vighas was 
donated by Mata Attar Kaur for high school and an elementary school. 
In 1971, Baba Jiwa Singh of donated his whole land to start a degree 
college which was named Guru Teg Bahadur National College, Dakha. 
General Sant Singh Sekhon was the first president of the Guru Teg

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ESTABLISHMENT OF VILLAGE ISEWAL 




About 400 years after the formation of 
Dakha, Isewal village came into picture in 1 840. 
Actually those families which had their land 
far away from Dakha they shifted to Isewal. 
At that time the main occupation was 
agriculture. Because of large sand dunes and 
farness of the land lot of time was wasted. It 
was also difficult to hand over the food to field 
workers there. Even the bullock cart passing 
was a difficult task due to sand dunes. Keeping Air Marshal ManjitS.Sekhon 
in view these hardships some people shifted 
to Isewal. Isewal was established on the name 
of Faqir Ise Khan. The village has four pattis namely Kala, Himat, 
Mohru and Dula. Each patti is divided into eight sub-divisions (Thulas). 
Village has about 3500 population and 1400 acre land. Babu Puran 
Singh Sekhon and S. Sucha Singh Sekhon took part in Gaddar Lehar. 
Numerous village army men participated in 'I s ' and 2 nd World Wars'. 
A marble plate is still existing in the village on which the names of the 
sacrificed armymen is written. Jathedar Albel Singh Sekhon who was 
the Jathedar of District Ludhiana took part in 'Jaito Morcha' and 
remained in jail for the cause of 'Gurdwaras Freedom Movement'. S. 
Gurdial Singh Sekhon who was awarded as the best pilot of 'Royal Air 
Force' was killed in Japan during 2 nd World War. Sardar Nirmaljit Singh 
Sekhon, Isewal was in Indian Air Force. In 1971 there was a war 
between India and Pakistan. During the attack he dropped bombs on 
Pakistani air field and sacrificed his life. The Indian Government on his 
bravery awarded 'Param VirChakra'. The statue of S. Nirmaljit Singh 
Sekhon is installed near the Deputy 
Commissioner Office, Ludhiana. Another Air 
Force Officer from Isewal Sardar Manjit Singh 
Sekhon served as the air commander of 
western command. He got 'Vir Chakar' after 
1965 India - Pakistan war and 'Mahan Vir 
Chakar' and 'Param Vashish Sewa Medal 1 
after 1971 and Kargil wars, respectively. This 
information was provided by S. Daljit Singh 
and Kuldip Singh of Isewal.

ADDA DAKHA 



Adda Dakha is situated on the 1 l ,h mile from Ludhiana. One 
road goes to Raikot -Barnala - Bathinda and another to Jagraon-Moga- 
Ferozepur. In 1930, Dafedar Wariam Singh Sekhon and his family 
built various shops on Raikot road. This family can be called the real 




founder of Adda Dakha. There are certain old houses which bear the 
year of construction as back as 1 938. The nearby place was named as 



'halting place' or camping ground (Pran). Army Jawans used to stay 
fori taking meals for themselves and feed or fodder and water for their 
ponies and horses near veterinary hospital. The water-houses made of 
bricks were in existence up tol960. S. Ranjit Singh Hisowal told me 



the hospital. After making halt at this place, they used to move towards 
Jagraon. The old rooms that are in miserable condition can be seen 
near the hospital even now. 

The laying of rail line helped the business flourish because the 
goods in large quantity could be loaded at the doorstep of the shops 
and stores. The police station, Dakha was renamed as 'Model Police 
Station' Dakha in 1970. A grain market also came into existence. 
Now-a-days, it is a well crowded and populated town. Many facilities 
such as medical, educational, transportation etc. are available here. 
Gurmat Bhavan, Gaushalla (cow shelter), Cinema, Gurudwaras and 
Mandirs are the common landmarks. With the construction of over 
bridge on railway line in 201 1, it has become easier to go to Raikot, 
Bamala or Bathida. From Adda Dakha a road through Hambran 




connects Dakha to Jalandhar-Amritsar highway. Municipal Council 
takes care of town development. The inhabitants of Dakha do mind 
when media persons, transport personnel or common people name the 



village Dakha. Not only Adda, more than three fourth (75 per cent) 
population, shops, houses etc. are located on the land owned by Dakha. 








The benevolence of Almighty God has been particularly kind 
and open-hearted for Dakha as far as the galaxy of luminous 
personalities from this village is concerned. Dakha has been the 



birthplace of great educationists, able administrators and dedicated 
military personnel. Many of them attained the national heroism. Here 
are the biographical sketches of certain renowned and significant 
personalities of Dakha. 



PANDIT KARTAR SINGH DAKHA (1888-1958) 

Ln 19 lh century a great writer, literary 
researcher, scholar, philosopher of Sanskrit and 
Gurbani grammar was born in Dakha. He was 
in the 1 1 lh generation of Bhai Hamir. After 
completing Matriculation, he went to Banaras 
( Varansi city of Uttar Pradesh) to study Vedas 
and other sacred scriptures. After completing 
the study of Vedas, he resorted to the analysis 
of Gurmukhi literature, Gurbani and history of 
different religions. For family earnings, he did 
farming. 

Considering the scholarship of Pandit Ji, S. Iqbal Singh,Principal, 
Guru Sar Sudhar College offered him the job of being a Professor in 
Punjabi. The principal submitted his case for approval to the Vice- 
Chancellor (V.C.), Punjab University, Chandigarh, to which the college 
was affiliated. The Vice-Chancellor did not approve the appointment 
of Pandit Kartar Singh as he did not have the formal qualifications 
required for being a college teacher; technically speaking he was 
Matriculate only. After studying the remarks of the Vice-Chancellor 
(V.C.), Principal Iqbal Singh took Pandit Ji with him to the Vice- 
Chancellor to plead his case personally. V.C. was requested to evaluate 
Pandit Kartar Singh on the basis of his scholarship and knowledge and 
not on the basis of paper degrees. After judging the knowledge of 
Pandit Ji, V.C. cleared the case. However, Pandit Ji could not stay 
longer at Sudhar College because of his love for writings and preaching. 
He started propagating Sikhism by delivering lectures in various 
conferences and in the big fairs of Punjab and outside. He also devoted 
much of his time on writings. As he was quite experienced, a good 
preacher and a well known man, he was requested to serve the 
Education Department (Bhasha Vibhag), Patiala. During his service 




at Patiala, he guided an M.A. student in writing his thesis. Later on, 
the student even got a cash award as the thesis was declared the best 
thesis. Some persons of the department suggested that Pandit Ji should 
accept the money of the award because for the student just the 
certificate would do. How could Pandit Ji accept such an offer? He 




Ji Sahib, Sawayas of Patshahi Dasveen, Shiromani Grammar of Siri 
GurujGranth Sahib Ji, Kharg Khalsa, Punjabi Sahit Da Vikas, JapNisan, 
Panjabi Di Vishesta and Alankar, Guru Udarth Nirnai, Bhagawati 
Mandan etc. His book "Kharag Khalsa" is an oft-quoted book. Because 
of his knowledge, Bhai Kahan Singh Nabha called him 'Invaluable 
gem of Sikh Panth'. According to Sant Visakha Singh he was "a shining 
diamond of Sikh Panth". Sant Bhai Randhir Singh, in his congregations 

court and his personality has the knowledge of many previous 
generations. Giani Kundan Singh Patang who remained MLA (Member 
of Legislative Assembly) of Punjab Assembly for more than thirty years 
and was a Deputy Minister of Health, Punjab wrote the prologue of 
one of Pandit Ji's books. He states, "A man rarely has three qualities, 
but Pandit Kartar Singh Ji had all the three skills (a prose writer, a poet 

means 'a lion of knowledge'. Pandit Ji also started publishing 
newspapers like 'Panja Sahib' and 4 Guru Ki Kashi'. 

S. Sant Singh Sekhon also observed about Pandit Ji : "He was 
not only an expert of Sanskrit, Panjabi and Gurmukhi grammar but 
was a master of English grammar also. In one of his writing. Pandit Ji

also in the countries like Malayasia and Burma. He was the member 
of the 'Sikh Rehat Maryada' Committee formed by the Shromani 
Gurdwara Prabhandhak Committee, Amritsar (SGPC). The son of 
Pandit Ji, Giani Raghbir Singh was the head Granthi of Panja Sahib 
Gurdwara (now in Pakistan). He got published some literature written 
by Pandit Ji but a lot of literature remained unpublished due to lack of 
money. 



in the Indian National Army (INA). A great agony is that neither any 
villager nor SGPC had ever extended the due respect to this great 
scholar. Anyhow, Professor Jaswant Singh Sapra of Ayali Kalan village 
wrote a book on Pandit Kartar Singh in 1987. A friend of Pandit Ji 
established a library in Barasal village namely, 'Pandit Kartar Singh 
Dakha Library'. 



PRINCIPAL SANT SINGH SEKHON (1911-1997) 



Professor Sant Singh Sekhon was 
another literary and intellectual personality of 
Dakha. He wrote in three literary forms (story, 
drama and criticism). His most popular and 
heart rending story was 'Pemi De Niane'. He 
wrote more than 70 stories and several plays. 
But his plays are more of thematic importance 
than having the quality theatrical performance. 
His autobiography is named 'Umar Da Pandh'. 
As he did a commendable creative work and 
also continued his work till his last breath, he is 
known as 'Baba Bohar of Punjabi Sahit'. 

Basically he was a Marxist. After retirement, he fought for the 
assembly elections of Punjab twice on CPM symbol but could not 
succeed, as Dakha constituency had been traditionally Akali minded. I 
had seen with my own eyes that Professor Sahib was always busy in 
writing at his farm. In the old age when it was not possible for him to 
write, he kept a boy-assistant on payment for writing. 

Although he adhered to communism, yet after 1984 'Operation 
Blue Star', when the Indian army attacked Harmandir Sahib, he started 
donning black turban as a symbol of protest. On this, a friend of 
professor sahib made a sarcastic remark to him and said, "Professor 
Sahib in spite of being a communist you are having a black turban?" 
His simple reply was: "the attack on Harmandir Sahib has pierced my 
heart and had changed my thinking". He left the world for ever on 7 
October, 1997. 
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GENERAL SANT SINGH SEKHON (1900-1976) 




Traditionally, Dakha has been famous for 
the rendering of its distinguished services to 
army. A number of military men of Dakha took 
part in F and 2 nd World Wars also and even 
sacrificed their lives. Many of them did their 
best h the development of the village after 
retirement. One among the renowned military 
personnel has been General Sant Singh Sekhon 
who retired as Major General from the Indian 
army. 

After doing Matriculation, Sant Singh did B.Sc. from England. 
After completion of his education, he joined Indian Army. Because of 
his devotion, dedication and commitment to duty, he was able to attain 
enviable ranks. In 1958, he was the senior most officer who should 
have been elevated to the ranks of Chief of the Army Staff. However, 
due to discrimination by the Government, General Sahib could not attain 
the post of Chief of the Army Staff. The Govt, selected General 
T?noT3har y for this post. Before the appointment of General Chaudhary, 
General Sant Singh Sekhon remained acting chief of the Indian army 
for about four months. Being senior most, General Sant Singh did not 
like to work under his junior. He resigned from the service out of 
protest. His settlement in his native village after retirement indicates 
his love for the village life. He preferred managing agriculture on his 
land. 

In 1958, Dakha had no supply of electricity. General Sahib 
succeeded in getting his village electrified. He tried adopting the latest 
agricultural techniques provided by the scientists of the Punjab 
Agricultural University, Ludhiana (PAU). He was appointed a member 
of the PAU Board as an advanced farmer. General Sahib followed the 
ideal slogan of Prime Minister Lai Bahadur Shastri, "Jai Jawan Jai 
Kisan" practically. 

In 1 962 and 1965, there were wars between India & China and 
India & Pakistan. In these wars, a huge loss of India took place as 
Pandit Jawahar Lai Nehru could not give due attention to the 
improvement of army. He was sticking to the 'principle of peace' of 
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Mahatma Gandhi. As soon as ceasefire was declared in 1965, the 
Indian Govt, called General Sahib at Delhi and appointed him the advisor 
of army planning. He made such a wonderful planning in association 
with army officers that in 197 1 war, Pakistan not only suffered a great 
loss but also lost Bangla Desh. In 1 970, Mrs. Indira Gandhi, the Prime 
Minister of India visited Dakha on the request of General Sahib and 
delivered a lecture to a big gathering at the Girls School. General 
Sahib played a commendable role in the establishment of Guru Teg 
Bahadur National College, Dakha. In 1976, he passed away. College 
Management has named the college stadium as "General Sant Singh 
Stadium"

Baba Jiva Singh was very hard working, simple and bountiful 
man. He was popular with the name of Jiva Singh Rasterpati in the 
village. After completing military service, he remained busy in agriculture. 
He was seen most of the time in the fields and had no lust for money. 
Though he himself was not very educated, he was very anxious about 
the lack of higher education among the village youth. One day he 
collected some persons in Panchayat Ghar and decided to meet General 
Sant Singh. In the meeting with General Sahib, he offered that he would 
donate his whole of five acre land for the college. Initially, General 
was a bit apprehensive about the proposal: "Baba Jiva Singh Ji, five 
acre land is not enough for the needs of a college. Moreover, a lot of 
money is also needed for it". Then Baba Ji spoke, "Sahib, kindly accept 
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my request, you have a lot of power and ability to do it. Once the work 



accomplishment of my dream". At the end of the meeting, General 
Sahib assured Baba Jiva Singh that he would try his level best. I 
remember all that because 1 was also present in that meeting. At the 
end of the meeting, Jathedar Gurdev Singh thanked the General Sahib 
for giving keen attention and saying "yes" for starting the college. After 
a feWj days, a committee was formed under the chairmanship of General 
Sant Singh to persue the matter. The committee collected about one 
lakh, rupees for the registration of the college with the Punjab University, 
Chandigarh. Coincidental!^ a couple of military officers from the village 
and this area got retired at that time. Among them were Brigadier 
Gurkirpal Singh Bhanohar and Colonel Santokh Singh Sekhon. Similarly, 
Master Harbhajan Singh Isewal was a learned man. They met Sardar 
Joginder Singh PP (Public Prosecutor during English Rule) of Narangwal 
for help. He donated a good amount of money for the college. With 



in 1971 in the house of Sardar Bhagat Singh Sekhon, Balloke. It was a 
great obligation and broad-mindedness of Chamkaur Singh, Jagir Singh, 
Karnail Singh and Hoshiar Singh who were living at Canada and spared

and Commerce college where students from nearby villages and even 
from Ludhiana are getting Arts, Commerce and Computer education. 
The college committee also opened Guru Teg Bahadur National Public 
School on 24 Vighas land donated by Major Gian Singh. Sardar Balbir 
Singh Sekhon is the president of the school and his brother S. Inderjit 
Singh Sekhon is the member of School Committee. 



Major Bachittar Singh has been a remarkable personality known 
for his being very judicious, soft spoken, well-behaved and benevolent.

He was a towering personality, in physique as 
well as in deeds. A voluminous book can be 
written on his ability, capability and virtuosity. 
After rendering dedicated services in army, he 
devoted most of his energy in the development 
of his village. Also, he devoted much of his 
time for the management of Guru Teg Bahadur 
National College Dakha. He worked as the 
President of the college trust for about 18 
years. The college campus had no road link 
with the Ludhiana- Ferozepur road. Major Sahib and S. Surjit Singh 
Malewale discussed the issue with the farmers and persuaded them to 
donate the land from their fields for making 25 feet wide road from 
college to Ludhiana-Ferozepur road. No one refused and college got a 
great push with the carving of College Road. 

At the time of implementation of 'Model Gram Scheme', some 
families in Dakha opposed the road called "langha" being made pucka. 
They were apprehensive that their houses may face the problem of 
water stagnation during rainy season. However, with the persuasion, 
everyone agreed. 

Sardar Kuldip Singh Sekhon son of Major Sahib has been 
Sarpanch of the village for five years. He is also a broad minded, 
courageous, resourceful and sincere man. He is always ready for the 
welfare of the village. He played a vital role in the establishment of a 
Homeopathy Dispensary and Community Hall during his tenure of being 
a Sarpanch. He is also quite active as Secretary of the Guru Teg 
Bahadur Charitable Trust which is the managing body of GTB National 
College and GTB Institute Management and Technology. In 20 1 0, with 
his efforts, furnaces have come up for cremation of dead bodies. Even 
an air conditioned room for keeping dead bodies has been constructed 
near Baba Nathu Ji Asthan. 



SARDAR SHER SINGH SEKHON, I.R.S. (Retd.) 

Sardar Sher Singh Sekhon, the brother of Major Bachittar Singh, 
had served in Customs and Excise Department where from he retired 
as Assistant Commissioner in 1988 after rendering 38 years of 
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distinguished service. In 1988, itself he was 
taken on the Guru Teg Bahadur Educational 
Trust (Management of Guru Teg Bahadur 
National College, Dakha) as a member. In 
1 991 , he was entrusted with the duties of being 
its President. Being well-educated, astute, 
honest anoj having long experience in revenue 
affairs,' he put the college on sound footing 
financially. He is already 83, yet he is totally 
devoted to the college affairs. Because of his 
utmost efforts, Guru Teg Bahadur National College, Dakha is a well- 
established rural college having Post-Graduate status with Post- 
graduation in Arts and Commerce. It was his far-sightedness, that 
GTB Institute of Management and Technology was started in 1997 
which is affiliated to Punjab Technical University. This institute has 
B.C.A. and M.Sc. (IT) classes. In fact, he prepared a master-plan of 
the college, engaging Er. Jagmohan Singh Nagi of Dakha as architect. 
The present college infrastructure including college canteen, General 
Sant Singh Sekhon Stadium, GTBIMT building, boundary wall, upper- 
storey building were raised during his term, without asking much of 
donations. No other rural college has such a spacious auditorium which 
has been decently furnished with excellent acoustics. Under his able 
and well-meant guidance, college and institute are attaining better status 
every year not only in academics but also in sports and co-curricular 
activities. 



JUSTICE JA1 SINGH SEKHON 

Sardar Jai Singh was born on 5 May, 1 932 at Chak Number 21/ 
2-L at Montgomery (Pakistan). . He got his 
primary education from Govt. High School 
Renala Khurad of Montgomery. After 
completing Matriculation and F.Sc. from Moga, 
he did M.Sc. from the Govt. College for Boys, 
Ludhiana. In 1957, after clearing LLB, he 
started his legal practice at Ferozepur. In 1960, 
he shifted to Chandigarh to do legal practice 
at high court as an advocate. He served as 
Session Judge from 1973 to 1 994 in the various 
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districts of Punjab. After retirement, he was appointed the Chief Election 
Commissioner of Sikh Gunidwaras Commission. Now-a-days he figures 
as a chairman or member on a couple of panels and of Baba Farid 
University of Medical Sciences, Faridkot. 

His brother, S. Janmeja Singh Sekhon has been the irrigation 
minister of Punjab in 2007-12 Punjab Cabinet. In 2012, he again elected 
and continuing as irrigate on minister. He is living near Ferozepur as 
the family was allotted the land there after partition in 1 947. In January

After that he started legal practice 
at district courts, Ludhiana. Being intelligent, 
honest and hard working, he was selected as District Session Judge at 
District Court Tees Hazari, Delhi. Now his family is living at Ghumar 
Mandi, Ludhiana. His elder son S. Ravinder Singh is an advocate and 
other one is doing business. One daughter is doing law and another is 
working as a bank employee. 



PRINCIPAL KIRPAL SINGH JOLLY 
(1911-1997) 

Sardar Kirpal Singh Jolly after completing 
M.Sc.in Chemistry joined Guru Sar Sudhar College 
as a lecturer. Then he served at Government 
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College, Lyallpur (Now in Pakistan). After partition, he served in the 
Government College, Ludhiana as professor for about 20 years. He 
was Head of the Department of Chemistry at the Govt. College (Boys), 
Ludhiana when he took pre-mature retirement to join Gobind National 
College, Narangwal as Principal. He also served at Dakha College in 
1 975. He served as Principal at Jhar Sahib College for a short tenure. 
Having ideal view of life, he tried to bring some positive changes in 
Dakha college. He was also the member of Syndicate of Punjab 
University, Chandigarh. The house of S. Kirpal Singh Jolly is at 539 
RjfeL, Model Town, Ludhiana

After 
doing M.Sc. in Zoology from the Punjab 
University, Chandigarh in 1953, she joined as 
lecturer in Zoology at Government College, 
Ludhiana. Later on, she served in the 
Government Colleges of Gurgaon and Ropar 
(Roop Nagar). She served as Principal of 
Government College for Women. Ludhiana 
from 1983 to 1985. She got Academic Roll of 
Honour from Punjab University for standing first in the University. She 
had been the best dramatist as a student of Punjab University. She 
obtained First Prize in All India Drama Competition as Director at 
Chandigarh in 1 966. Her name is included in Reference Asia Volume 
EII on Page 28 (Asia's 'Who is Who' of Men and Women of 
Achievement and Distinction) and also in "Biography International 
Volume 111 & IV: Men and Women Achievement and Distinction" on 
Page 1024. Her hobbies have been helping 
the poor students, nursing the sick and looking 
after lonely old women, playing Badminton and 
Table Tennis and listening Music. 

Her sister Miss Kamla Jolly is also M.Sc. 
Hons, in Zoology. She had served as Professor 
of Zoology and Botany in various Colleges of 
Haryana. She retired from Government Post 
Graduate College Jind (Haryana) on 31 July, 
1991. 



They were five sisters. Unfortunately their brother died. They 
took care of their parents whole heartedly. Their father S. Prem Singh 
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Jolly had fought bravely in First and Second World Wars. He lived a 
long age of 101 years. 

JATHEDAR GURDEV SINGH 
(1936-2010) 

Jathedar Gurdev Singh who died in 201 
has been a popular personality of village Dakha. 
He was a devoted and dedicated Gur Sikh, He 
was ajvery good orator particularly on Sikh 
issues. Being a dauntless Akali worker he had 
been to jails several times for the cause of 
Punjabi Suba. Though his house was seized 
twice during the agitation yet he never lost 
morale. In his life, he emphasized the importance and development of 
educational institutions. He always persuaded the rich persons to donate 
funds for the cause of education. For the construction of college building, 
he and Major Bachittar Singh went to Calcutta in 1976 and collected 
more than two lakh rupees with the help of two brothers: S. Hardial 
Singh and S. Prithipal Singh Dakha. 

Jathedar's bravery also helped the college in another way. A 
dera named 'Mahantan Da Dera' had huge property at Dakha. Mahant 
Prem Das was the owner of the dera. When he became old and weak, 
a Mahant of Jassran village tried to overpower the Mahant to grab 
whole property of the dera. He managed to forge a will and got the 
thumb impression of Mahant Prem Das on the papers relating to dera 
property. Some how this matter came to the notice of Jathedar and 
Major Sahib. Both tried to meet the Mahant at Jassran. Initially he 
continued dilly-dally them. Then in one meeting, Jathedar and Major 
Sahib suggested him to keep half the property of dera and the other 
half be donated for education purpose. But robust and haughty Mahant 
did not pay any heed. He took the case in the court. Very soon 
Mahant Prem Das passed away. There was the suspicion that his 
death was caused by Jassaran Wale Mahant who intended to be the 
dera chief on 18 August 1976. Before that could have happened, this 
Jassaran wala Mahant was killed 15 of August 1976. The police 
arrested Jathedar Gurdev Singh and some other persons blaming them 
for the murder. An FIR was lodged on the support of certain persons 
supporting the new Mahant. Jathedar has to be in jail for about one and 
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a half year during the pendency of the case. By doing such a sacrifice, 
a lot of property of dera was saved. Jathedar remained the vice- 
president of the college till death. 

With the efforts of Jathedar Gurdev Singh, Sardar Basant Singh 
Khalsa, MLA covered the village under 'Model Gram Scheme' under 
which all the streets were bricked. Jathedar Gurdev Singh remained 
Sarpanch for ten years. These days his son Sardar Jatinder Singh is 
the village Sarpanch. He too is doing his job honestly and diligently. 
He has a strong desire to develop the village. 



OTHER GREAT PERSONALITIES OF 
DAKHA 

Dr. Harbant Singh Sekhon was another remarkable personality 
from Dakha who did his Ph.D. in Botany from America in 1935. He 
had a well-built body and excellent intelligence. Because of high 
education he was posted as the Principal of Khalsa College, Amritsar. 
During agitation for Punjabi Suba, he dropped pamphlets in the 
parliament for the formation of Punjabi Suba. This action cost him the 
post of principal as there was the Congress Govt, ruling Punjab at that 
time. Very soon after his removal from the post of principal, he was 
appointed Secretary of Shromani Gurdwara Prabhandhak Committee, 
Amritsar. Later on he was appointed principal of Mata Gujri College, 
Damadama Sahib, Talwandi Sabo, (Bathinda). He served there as 
principal up to the age of retirement. Then he built a house at Dakha 
and spent his remaining life in his village. The 
Telephone Exchange Office, Dakha is 
operating from his house these days. 



Another personality from the village 

Dakha who excelled in Science was Professor 

Jaginder Singh Sekhon who was the professor 

in the subject of Chemistry. He did 

B.Sc.(Chemistry) in 1916 A.D. He was the 

first professor in India who wrote the Text Book 

of Chemistry. 

Professor Jaginder Singh 
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Sardar Gurbakhash Singh Sekhon, son of S. Milkha Singh did 
M.Sc. in Agriculture and he retired as Deputy Director Agriculture, 
Punjab. His sonDr Gurmit Singh Sekhon also did Ph.D. in Agriculture 
and served as professor in American University. It goes to the credit 
of this village that more than eight persons did Ph.D. in Agriculture. 
Some of those doctorates are still in service, working as professors in 
the Punjab Agricultural University, Ludhiana and in other Indian 
Institutes. 1 

Thus we can easily conclude that from education point of view 
Dakh^ has been comparatively a very advanced village. At one time 
three persons of Dakha village (Harbant Singh, Sant Singh and Kirpal 
Singh) were working as principals in different colleges of Punjab. In 
addition, this village produced a number of Military Officers, Air Force 
Officers, Doctors, Lawyers, Engineers and Sportsmen. S. Ajmel Singh 
Sekhon and S. Paramjit Singh Sekhon (son of Col. Santokh Singh) 
were officers in the air force. Unfortunately, both of them died in the 
air crash of their aircrafts while doing the aerial exercise. S. Harbans 
Singh, (DSP), his son S. Dapinder Singh and S. Roop Singh s/o S. 
Maru Das were the national hockey players. 

FREEDOM FIGHTERS OF INDIAN 
NATIONAL ARMY (INA) 

India was under British rule up to 1947. 
To achieve freedom, at least four freedom 
fighters played a great role by joining the Indian 
National Army (INA) led by Subash Chander 
Bose. They were Captain Hari Singh (father 
of Master Rajinder Singh), Sardar Dalip Singh 
Sekhon (Jai Hind), Sardar Nahar Singh 
Sekhon brother of tehsildar Sardar Avtar Singh 
Sekhon and Sardar Sareshar Singh son of 
Pandit Kartar Singh Dakha. ShaheedHari Singh (INA) 

Captan Hari Singh was born in June 1, 
1915 to Sardami Malan Kaur. His father was S. Puran Singh s/o S. 
Gurdit Singh (Gurdita). Gurdita was a well known wrestler of the 




area. Hari Singh after completing Matriculation joined Indian army in 
the 11* Sikh Regiment. Under the passion of liberating the country 
from the Britishers, he left the army and joined the 1 st Bahadur Group 
of Indian National Army (INA) that was making a struggle to achieve 
freedom under the command of Subash Chandar Bose. S. Hari Singh's 
acts of high valour earned him the position of captaincy. In a fight 
against British army, he was arrested. He along with other Jawans 
was sent to Multan Jail in a vehicle. S. Harpal Singh Sekhon from Patti 
Bala, Dakha was also in that vehicle. He was serving in the British 
army. He tried to get Hari Singh flee but could not succeed because of 
the tight security. All the arrested persons of fNA were black-listed 
and then were hanged. Caption Hari Singh was hanged on 24 June, 




Indian Government issued "Admiration letter" posthumously in 
the name of Caption Hari Singh after independence. S. Harinder Singh 
KJialsa wrote an article in Ajit (Punjabi newspaper) on 19 June, 1998 
highlighting the sacrifice of TNA Bahadur Group. He made a special 
mention about the martyrdom of Captain Hari Singh. Now-a-days 
master Rajinder Singh Sekhon s/o Captain Hari Singh and Mata Bachint 
Kaur is living in Surrey, Canada. Rajinder 's son Dr. Kamaljit Singh 

Medical and Dental Clinic in the Newton area of Surrey. The sister of 
Master Rajinder Singh is also residing in Surrey. 

Late Sardar Nahar Singh Sekhon who was also serving in INA 
shifted to Canada and his family is also staying in Surrey. Sardar Dalip 
Singh Sekhon {Jai Hind) died a few years ago. Another man of INA 
Sardar Sareshar Singh Sekhon after completing 95 year of age expired 
in 201 1. His cremation was done with full government honour. The 
military Jawans gave salute with their arms to his body. 



A PEEP ON THE PAST AND THE PRESENT 

VILLAGE LIFE 

For a long time, India remained slave of Mughal rulers. Due to 
the attacks of foreign invaders, there was huge poverty. The main 
occupation was agriculture and all other people like ironsmiths, 



carpenters, barbers, tailors, water-carriers etc. were mainly dependent 
on farmers. The farming was dependent on rainfall. In case Ihere was 
a good rainfall, the crop production was good, otherwise grains were 
purchased for livelihood. Initially the sources of irrigation were Charas, 
Dhingri or deepwells. By these sources only a very small area 
{Nayaeen-\aad in the immediate vicinity of village) could be irrigated. 
For irrigation the Persian Wheels have to be 
The working of the wells was divided turn wise. The land wj 
bullocks. It could be done early in the morning particularly in summer. 
The fcjdder was cut by sickles and was brought on head from distant 
fields. "When there was shortage of fodder-crop, the grass was reaped. 
The cutting of fodder crops was done by hand driven-machines and 
that was a very hard task. In general, men remained busy in the field 
for the whole day. The ladies also remained busy in milking the cows, 
churning the milk, cooking the food, grinding the grains by hand-operated 
millstones. They have to spin the cotton also. Sometimes they have to 
help in the management of cattle. Tired and exhausted, they resorted 

There is a proverb in English - 
the man healthy, wealthy and wise. 

Some ladies remained in the field for the whole of the day to 
pick cotton or to cut fodder or grass etc. They have to clean the 
cotton, gin it and spin it for preparing coarse cloth. They themselves 
got stitched the clothes to wear. Heavy cotton sheets (Khes) were 
also prepared for bedding or for agricultural purposes. Even they 
prepared mats of their own. Young girls remained busy in embroidery 
work. Ladies also went to fields to serve the food to the field workers. 
Every kind of work have to be done I 




In those day, wedding celebration was very interesting. About 
one month before the marriage, ladies remained busy in preparing every 
kind of material required for the marriage. In the evening, they used to 
have what is called these days "ladies sangeet". Generally it was of 
two sessions. To begin with certain traditional folk songs were hummed 
in the traditional folk tunes. The second session was of dancing on the 
tune of clapping and singing of folk "bolian". The whole work of 
was done in a community spirit. As it required a number of 
s, the whole of the village felt obliged to do its bit, particularly 




if it was going to be the marriage of a girl. Invitation cards were the 
simple "message" or "a short and simple script on a small piece of 
paper" called "ruka" and it was carried ceremoniously by the village 
In 1950s, Suria Nai was a very popular and active man 




Means of transportation and communication were very limited 
and arduous, too. The journey was made either on foot or on camel, 
horse or chariot. The cycle was an envious possession for conveyance. 

were four or five tum-tums (tongas) available in the vi 
Ludhiana. The bus service to Ludhiana started after 1940. 

As almost every kind of work was done manually and physically, 
a healthy body was really essential and imperative. People did have 
good health. This was easily possible because the people did manage 
to have products from unadulterated milk. Also insecticides and 
pesticides were not much in use. Almost every household has the 
provision of its own milk, lassi, ghee, butter and other material for 
kitchen preparations. It was often said in the villages that if anything 
one has to buy for kitchen that was only the salt. The men-folk often 
did physical exercise in the open fields. They performed exercises 
with Munglis (a heavy conical wood log), with suhagas, did sit-ups or 
stretching exercises (Dand Bethaks). Later on, hammer throw and 
weight lifting also became a common rural exercise. In the evening, 
Kabbadi matches and Wrestling bouts were very common. Children 
would have their own games. They could be seen playing hide and 




Although there was a shortage of materialistic comforts, people 
had great love and affection among themselves. They were very helpful 
and cooperative. There was great respect for elders. Children and

S. Babu Singh Sekhon was the first person from Dakha who 
went to America. Although he stayed there for about 60 years, yet he 
preferred spending last years of his life in village Dakha. For having 
been lived in America, villagers used to call him Babu Singh "Milkania". 
The rich countries like England, America, Canada etc. were named as 
"Milkan" in Punjabi. S. Karnail Singh Sekhon son of S. Bhagat Singh 
Sekhon Balloke of village Dakha was the first man who reached Canada 
in 1931. He went there with her Bhua ji (father's sister), Gurdial 
Kaur. In those days S. Karnail Singh obtained his passport from Lahore 
(now-a-days the capital of Pakistan) on 1 * of April, 1 930. At that time 
India was under the rule of Britain. Britain was ruling Punjab (India) 
afterthe death of Mahraja Ranjit Singh. During independence, English 
government managed to get India divided into two parts i.e. India and 
Pakistan on 1 s ' April 1 930. At that time Canada was also under Britain. 
He got passport as a student. Then in the month of January 1931 
Karnail Singh and his Bhua ji traveled by ship from Bombay to Hong 
Kong. From Hong Kong they took a boat namely 1 Express of Asia' on 
18 ,h February 1931 and reached Vancouver on March 7, 1931. S. 
Karnail Singh stayed in Sikh Temple Vancouver that was located on 
1866, 2 nd Avenue. His son S. Talwinder Singh Sekhon (Tom) and 
daughter Sukhwinder Kaur (Sukhi) told me that their father endured 
great sufferings there in Canada. In those days, the work was available 
mainly in the saw mills which was very difficult. The daily wages were 
also very low; may be one dollar per day or even less than that. Moreover, 
language was also a great problem. Non-availability of the native food 
and alien living style posed numerous problems. In spite of the odd 
circumstances, S. Karnail Singh did hard work, earned money and 
called his brothers also to Canada. He came to Dakha after a long 
span of thirty years. It was because of his love for the people of Dakha, 
that he managed to support many people in shifting to Canada. Due to 
his best efforts, other people of Dakha also reached Canada.
